It was my understanding that everyone agreed that a meeting would be scheduled 
between One Essex Plaza Tenants Association, Inc and Swinging Seniors with the 
purpose of bringing unity. Both you and I were supposed to be present to facilitate this 
meeting, however due to a conflict in your schedule, Larry Hamm from People For 
Progress acted as a facilitator 


I was very disappointed about the meeting that took place on August 13, 2004. Although 
the purpose of the meeting was to bring about unity between the two groups, not even 
one official was present from Swinging Seniors. Without the leadership from both 
groups, there is no real possibility that unity will ever take place.
